Poverty Still Besets Koreans 
In Program of Reconstruction 


By SUSAN RILEY 


Progress -has. been made in 
Korea’s' 15-year struggle to 
rebuild; “but there still. is 
poverty. 

“When I began my work, 
after the war, villages were 
just a group of huts,’’ says 
Dr. Lotta. Hitschmanova, 
director of _ the Unitarian 
Services Committee. 

“Today the most fsolated 
villages have schools, and the 
larger ones. hate medical 
centres, Wells are more sani- 
tary and they’ve learned how 
to take care of their cattle.” 

The progressive mayor of 
Seoul, she said, has a plan to 
turn his city: into a Geneva of 
the East. In tourist brochures, 
Seoul looks like an active, 
clean, modern city. 

But tourist brochures don’t 
tell the whole story. 


GAP WIDENS 

There are still slums, said 
Dr. Hitschmanova, particu- 
larly in Seoul, with its popu- 
lation of five million. As the 
country progresses she said, 
the gap between rich and poor 
widens.

One of. the-most promising of 
these lies in the investment of pen- 
sion funds in housing mortgages. 
Everywhere that Mr. Hellyer and 
his colleagues have visited, including 
Victoria, the-plea has been for more 
capital at reasonable interest rates 
to permit wage earners to buy into 
the—high-priced market which has 
become an apparently permanent 
part of our housing problem.

The magnitude of the problem 
may be seen’in Mr. Hellyer’s figures, 
quoted recently to a Toronto audi- 
ence. “We will need over one mil- 
lion new housing units in Canada in 
the next five years,” he said. “These 
new. homes will cost Canadians ap- 
proximately $20 billions during that 
period.” 

The minister went on to specify 
how this huge sum would be found. 


lenders would provide $8 or 
so billions in mortgage loans. Down 
payments from savings and other 
sources might account for another 
$7 billions. Current federal spend- 
ing of $500 millions a year, if main- 


tained, would furnish $2.5 billions 


_during the five-year period. But this 


leaves a crucial $2 billions or more 
to be-found—and Mr. Hellyer sug- 
gests an answer. 

He proposes that pension funds 
‘throughout Canada, which are esti- 
mated at about $8 billions today, 
could supply much-needed funds for 
mortgage loans. Pension funds are 
primarily to ensure future income 


-.for those who participate in them, 


but they could also serve a second 
purpose in helping to meet the seri- 
ous housing shortage. As Mr. Hell- 
yer put it.to his audience of pension 
fund officials: “You have the onus 
of insuring that your investments 
are socially useful, as well as profit- 
able.” Pension fund trustees should 
look not only to the security and 
profit of their invested money, but 
should also have a ‘thought for the 


nity at large. 

Today, only about eight per cent 
of pension fund investments are in 
mortgages—less than two years ago 
—compared with more. than 50 per 
cent of pension assets invested by 
insurance companies. To meet the 
disparity in available housing loans, 
trustees would have to invest only 
about one-fourth of their funds in 
mortgages — not charity, as Mr. 
Hellyer stressed, but sound invest- 
ment. 

The concept need not rest there. 
Labor unions, for instance, have 
large sums invested which could 
reasonably be put to the appropriate 
function of providing more housing 


for workers. Some churches and -- 


charitable funds have money which 
could similarly be put to work for 
the community and the nation in 
_ meeting the housing, So iaee.

Hobbling Freedom for Legislative TV Coverage | 


i hairy politician and 
that sooner or later the pi 
of parliaments will be televised. But not, 
every journalist must devoutly hope, on 
the terms suggested by Premier John 
Robarts of Ontario. wn eee 
In Mr. Robarts’ view, TV coverage of 
parliamentary business should be gov- 
erned by a ‘“‘mutual agreement’”’ between 
the politicians and the media on what 
should be covered. In other words, the 
cameras should be allowed in only if 
they agree in advance on what is to be 
reported. - 
This seems quite clear from Mr. 
Robarts’-recent proposal that the Ontario 
legislature be opened up to TV and radio 


coverage. Perhaps the «text of his. 


remarks in the Legislature should be 
quoted verbatim: 

“Mr, Speaker, I should like to suggest 
it is time we in this ‘House give serious 
consideration to the advisability of 
allowing access to our proceedings here 
to live television and 
radio coverage. Irv each session there are 
a humber of debates in which the people 
of Ontario would be: better informed if 
television and radio were allowed to 
cover the with live broad- 
casting. While the Legislature itself must 
retain control aver the access to the 
Chamber by television and radio, I 
believe a mutual agreement between the 
House and representatives of the media 
could be arranged so that it could be 
mutually decided which debates would 
merit live coverage.”’ 

Rebarts ‘then went on to give 
examples of the debates where such 
coverage might be “appropriate”: the 
speeches of the party leaders in the 
Throne Speech debate; the Budget and 
the speeches of the leaders in the Budget 
debate; ‘‘some resolutions of wide. 
significance” and perhaps, depending on 
media interest, the speeches of Ministers 
on presenting their — Esti- 
mates.

The Russians and the Chinese, for 
their part, evolved an answer long ago. 
They compete furiously, with the West 
and with each other, but almost never 
use their own military manpower. 

Exeept in Korea (and Czechoslovakia, 
which is not the third world) they have 
used satellite cannon fodder exclusively. 
Even in Vietnam, important as that 
struggle is to them, they are not known 
to have sent any fighting men to the 


front, unless anti-aircraft missile techni- 
cians are so considered. 

When it has come to a choice between 
direct Soviet or Chinese intervention and 
defeat, as in the Congo, they have chosen 
defeat. 

The United States has been less 
consistent. On occasion, it has adopted 
the war-by-proxy approach. In 1961, 
Washington used Cuban refugees to seek 
Fidel Castro’s overthrow. When it came 
to sending American pilots over the Bay 
of Pigs, John F. Kennedy chose to risk 
defeat instead. 

More often, however, as in—Korea, 
Vietnam, Lebanon and the Dominican 
Republic, American GIs and marines 
have shouldered a major part of the 
burden.

Later in 1000, Leif introduced 
Christianity to Greenland at 
the instance of the King of 
Norway. (Last Oct. 8, the US. 
released a six-cent stamp to 
honor Ericson.)

Who Will Want Job of Dismissed ‘Unk 


SAN FRANCISCO. (AP) — 
The man who replaces William 
D. Eckert as baseball commis- 
sioner will be from inside the 
game, The owners are not about 
to repeat, their ‘‘unknown sol- 
dier’”’ adventure, 

Among those mentioned to re- 
place Eckert, dismissed Friday 
after a special owners’ meeting, 
are Michael Burke, boss of New 
York Yankees; Joe Cronin, 
president of the American 
League and Robert Cannon, now 
a judge and formerly attorney 
for the players. 


But the question is: Which 
member of baseball's inner cir- 
ele would want the job, which is 
growing more difficult by the 
moment? 

For openers, the new commis- 
sioner faces the most serious 
threat of players’ strike in the 
game's history. And neither side 
appears ready to compromise. 

And he would have to operate 
for an unspecified length of 
time while an outside research 
group makes a study that could 
lead to vast changes in the or- 
ganization of the game, possibly 


eliminating ‘the commissioners’ 


For the record, Eckert re- 
signed, saying that ‘‘a baseball . 
man can more effectively do the 
job.” But it was clear that he 
had been asked to quit by own- 
ers. convinced he was not what 
the game needed. 

The 59%year-old former Air 
Force general seldom took a 
strong public stand on the prob- 
lems that arose during his_ten- 
ure. 

And the game’s. attendance 
has declined: by nearly 2,250,000 


admissions in the three years he 
has been in office while profes- 
sional football has been steadily 
on the rise. 

Meanwhile, players and own- 
ers. appear to be more_anxious 
to make their pension fund dis- 
pute a bitter test of wills than to 
settle it. 

Friday, for instance, the own- 
ers waved the red flag in front 
of the angry bull_by_adopting a 
new category’ for players’ ros- 
ters called the temporary inac- 
tive list.

BLOODLESS DANCE 


They call bullfighting an art. 

But to a group of B.C. newsmen who went behind the 
scenes of the national pastime of Spain when they visited a 
ranch 40 miles north of Madrid recently, there is more of an 
art in the breeding of fighting bulls than in the fighting itself. 

Because the bullfighting season there ends at the end of 
October, and most of Spain’s matadors head for South 
America to follow their vocation, special arrangements were 
made for the Canadian visitors to see “the next best 
thing.” 

To some it was much more interesting than the actual 
fighting of bulls most of them had witnessed in Mexico rings. 

The group was taken to an 1,800-acre ranch owned by 
Madrid hotelman Baltasa_Iban, who flew in two young 
matadors from Malaga in southern Spain for th® occasion. 

Enclosed in sturdy brick fences with tremendous wrought- 
fron gates, the ranch contains a village of homes for its many 
hands, and is divided into large treed pastures, ell fenced 
with mortared brick and natural rock. 

Close to 600 head of fighting stock roam the fields. 

Most have identification numbers, or marks, shaved into 
their black coats, and therein lies the key to the breeding of 
fighting bulls. 

Through careful selection of male and female, breeding 
programs are followed to the most aggressive 
animals possible. Records are kept of types and character, 
and various unions are tried to improve the stock and 
maintain strong, fierce bhoodtines: 

Three 16 to 18-month-old heifers had been corralled for 
the visitors, their first time in ee And the 
matadors had been summoned to test the determine if 
they were worthy of-being bred to produce bulls for the 
fighting rings which are found in all of the major centres of 


Using nothing but their capes, the matadors took their 
places behind the wooden pallisades of the ranch’s bricked 
Ting averyone from the farm was there, so keen ere they in 
the production of brave ‘bulls—even the servant girls from the 
main ranchhouse watched 
from the background, with 
attentiveness. 

One at a time, the heifers 
were released into the ring, 
and they all but exploded 
from the walled corrals in 
which they had been held 
after being brought from 
the freedom of the fields.

matadors took turns at inviting each animal to attack. 


Little coaxing was necessary. One of the heifers was 
particularly wild, pawing the ground and giving out strange 
sounds before charging. Sometimts the animals made glanc- 
ing contact with a matador but usually it was the out- 
stretched cape fluttering before them that received those 
horns as man and beast “played.” 


They were fast-moving performances with animal 
wheeling and spinning in unison with the matador. 

It was this bloodless dance that made the heifer testing 
jmore interesting than bullfighting for some of the viewers. 

Ina fight the odds ‘are against the animal. Early in the 
performance the‘-bull is wounded by picadors with lances, and 
the blood flows freely. This takes some of the starch out otf 
him and makes life somewhat easier for the matador when 
the “moment of truth” arrives. 

Coaxing the animal to make one final charge, the 
matador steps nimbly to one.side and plunges his curved 
steel sword down through the crest of the animal’s neck and 
into the heart. Sometimes death is slow arriving. which makes 
it painful for all concerned. 


It’s a closer match in the heifer testing and the strutting 
grace of the matador is much easier to appreciate. 

The two who “danced”. this day, Antonio Garcia -and 
Gabriel de la Casa, displayed great poise in their rugged 
routines which resulted, by the way, in-~all.three of the 
heifers winning top marks as prospective mothers.

But for the Spanish people as 
a whole you are not a mere 
tourist. 

“The mere tourist fs nor- 
mally a gentleman, or @ lady, 
who gives more than he or 
she receives. 

“The person who is simply 
a tourist may enter Spain, but 
Spain does not enter him; he 
slithers across our bull-hide of 
a country (see the shape of 
Spain on a map, the guide 
book advises) untouched him- 
self by pleasure or pain. 

“‘We get the impression that 
he returns whence he came 
minus a few banknotes, but 
with the same degree of 
impermeability as when he 
set out.

In Malawi, too, foreigners 
who show too much leg are 
liable to deportation “before 
they corrupt the morals of the 
local population.”

The informal invitation, 
apparently designed to sound 
out the possibility of improved 
relations between Moscow and 
president “Chiang —Kai-Shek’s 
government, was made fo 
Nationalist officials in late 
October by a Soviet journalist 
then on a five-day visit to 
Taliwan. 

The Moscow newsman, Viic- 
tor Louis, is believed to be a 
high-ranking operative in the 
Soviet apparatus. His visit, 
the first by a Soviet citizen to 
~Nationalist-China- in 19--years; 
was unpublicized by the gov- 
ernment here at the time, 

During his stay in. Taipei, 
the Taiwan capital, Louis saw 
the defense minister, Gen. 
Chiang Ching-Kuo, the presi- 
dent’s _ elder —son—and—heir 
apparent. Among other -sub- 
jects, they . reportedly dis- 
cussed the situation in Com- 
munist China, 

Though Chiang Ching-Kuo 
was educated in the Soviet 
Union and is fluent in Russian, 
his discussion with Louis was 
conducted through an English- 
speaking interpreter. : 
IMPORTANCE MINIMIZED 

Chinese Nationalist spokés- 
men tend to minimize the 
importance of the Louis visit, 
presumably because it contra- 
venes the fervent anti-
